Unknown to practically everyone Is the fleet that by las', 
the© UK Charter cooes up for rovieion in 1955# and this presents 
several extremely interesting angles and opportunities.

The other day Senator Sparka&n was quoted in the Now York 
Tinas as favoring the United States banding its efforts toward 
earing the international organization's (UN) weakness Instead of 
disengaging itself froa the UK.

If it were possible to define the category of disputes 
which the UN ambers agreed to take to a court of international law.

Another avenue of exploration has to do with ’♦peaceful 
Change** The status quo can be a reasonable base, but las east 
recognise change* Possibly a High Political Commission cd^t be a 
body parallel to the International Court, which would have as its 
terse of reference taking cognisance of revolutions, colonialism, 
etc* in the interests of peaceful clsaage* The plebiscite levies 
Stems pretty shopworn and insufficient* 

The 19$S Charter revision deadline could give us an 
opportunity for postponing decision on the admission of Coanunist 
China until quit© a let aero smoke las cleared* This could also 
Involve the item discussed at last Sunday’s meeting* namely, a 
substitution of India for Nationalist Chine as a Security Council
